insurance in said Society and to make 
contracts therefor and to deliver poli- 
cies. Said Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States is a corpo- 
ration having its home office ia the 
city and state of New York, organized 
for the purpose of and engaged in the 
business of life insurance, and was so 
engaged lu the state of Kentucky and 
in the county of Mason and city of 
Maysville at the time of the happening 
of the matters hereinafter set out, and 
is still so engaged, it being duly author- 
ized during all said time to do business 
aa such life insurance company In this 
state under and pursuant to the laws 
thereof. Prior to the happening of the 
matters hereinafter set oat it had duly 
appointed defendant as its local agent 
at Maysville. Ky., and he has ever since 
continued in its employ as its said 
agent. 

Plaintiff states that on the — day of 
February, 1894, in Maysville, Ky., de- 
fendant, as agent as aforesaid, contracted 
with one W. S. Yazell to insure his life 
for »5,000, in consideration of the pay- 
ment by him of an annual premium of 
1146, and to cause a policy to that 
effect to be Issued to him by said com 
pauy. In order to Induce said Yazell to 
take out said policy defendant agreed 
with him, prior to the lssual thereof, 
that when he pai l the first annual 
premium of %U*\ he, defendant, would 
pay back to him, as a rebate, the sum of 
$16; said Yazell did thereupon take out 
said policy and paid to defendant, as 
such agent, the flrst annual premium of 
$146. and defendant thereupon immedi 
ately gave him back said sum of $16, as 
he had agreed to do. This agreement of 
* it to pay back to said Yazell 
said rebate was not expressed in said 
policy which was issued and delivered 
m. 

Said agreement of defendant to allow 
to said Yazell said rebate, and the pay- 
ment of same to him aa above set out, 
waa and is contrary to the statute for 
such cases provided, and renders defend- 
ant liable to plaintiff in a penal sum of 
not exceeding $500. 

Wherefore plaintiff prays for a judg- 
ment against defendant for the sum of 
1600 and for Its costs herein and all 
proper relief.

lob of Infuriated Men Make an 

Attack on thp Jail. 



The Guard* Opto Fin and Two Mm Arc 



Tirriw. O.. Oct 28.— In an attempt 
•arly Sunday morning to avenge the 
murder of August Schtilti, Tiffin's 
popular city marshal, who was Bhot 
down In cold blood by Leander Mar- 
tin, alius Williams, a farmer of Hope- 
well township, last Wednesday even 
ing\ two more victims were added to 
the trairio affair. At 1:3« o'clock a mob 
of 150 infuriated men, many of whom 
were under the influence of liquor, at- 
tacked the jail in an effort to secure 
* Martin and hang hi in. A vol ley from 
a half dozen Winchesters met them 
and two of the mob were killed. They 
are Henry Mutcbler, jr., and Christian 
Matr- 

At daylight Sunday morning crowds 
began to gather in the v-cinitv of the jail 
and Sheriff Van Nest, fearing further 
trouble called out Co,C. .of the Sixteenth 
regiment, U. N. O., to maintain order. 
This company, which is stationed here, 
is not numerically strong, and the 
sheriff, thinking i npt Loom is' men 
would be unable to cope with a more 
general civic uprising, telegraphed 
Gov. McKinley for more troops. 

The governor complied with the re- 
quest, ordering three additional com- 
panies to the scene. During the day 
one company each came from Fremont 
and Sandusky, and late Sunday e van- 
ity- the company from Kenton arrived 
on the Hig Four. It is not believed 
that there will be any further trouble, 
yet the friends of the dead men 
threaten vengeance to the guards who 
fired on the mob. and the dead mar- 
shal's friends say they will kill Martin 
if they can git to nim. 

Martin was spirited away to Fre- 
mont long before daylight but this the 
people refused to believe. The names 
of the guards who fired the fatal vol- 
ley are kuown only to Sheriff Van 
Nest. 

Three hundred militiamen guarded 
the jail Bunday night. 

Martin runs a smull farm near Wat- 
ton Station, six miles south of town. 
Wednesday afternoou ho got into a 
controversy with a son of a neighbor- 
ing farmer. The boy who is scarcely 
fifteen years of age, had refused to 
obey some trivial request of Martin 
and the farmer flew into a rage. He 
•truck the boy with his fist and then 
sailed him by the neck, nearly strang- 
ling him. The boy finally succeeded 
In breaking a way and. half dead though 
he) was. reached town where he told 
his story to the police. 

Officer Pat Sweeny and Marshal 
Shultz. immediately started for the 
Martin farm. Martin was still in front 
of the house ami apparently saw them 
approaching, for he rushed inside, and 
when they arrived had barricaded the 
doors and was watching from one of 
the> windows. 

Sweeny and Shultz had not taken 
the affair very seriously, and had ex- 
pected no determined opposition. They 
walked direct to the door of the 
house, but when they reached 
close range, Martin opened lire from 
the window. They blazed away 
in return, but before more than half a 
. dozen shota had been fired both otllcers 
had fallen. Shultz died almost in- 
stantly where he lay. Sweeney had 
started to retreat from the house at 
the first gunahot and succeeded in get- 
ting- beyond range with two wounds, 
which were not fatal. Reinforcements 
arrived later from town and Martin, 
seeing that further resistance was use- 
leas, laid down his arms and surrend- 
ered. The news of the death of Schultz 
caused the wildest excitement iu town 
and among the neighboring farms 
where the dead man was well known 
and liked. 

A company of militia arrived Sunday 
night from Toledo and went into camp 
In the vicinity of the jail, where the 
other four companies of the national 
guard are on duty, making an armed 
force of trained men sufficient to repel 
any attack which even un organized 
and heavily armed mob might make on 
the Jail. Col. Todds, of Toledo, as 



the militia, and the situation at a late 
hour Sunday night gave no indication 
of another outbreak.

Boilers on a Tug in the Chicago 

' River Let Go. 



Two Hen Killed and a Half-Dozen 

More Badly Iijured. 



Chicaoo, Oct 2«.— The tug Morford 
exploded her boilers at 3:51 Saturday 
morning in the river, near 17th street. 
The tug O. li. Oreen was also wrecked.

Country Titan in Great Britain. 

The following figures, taken from the 
l ist Knglisb census, reveal some interest- 
HMJ f iets concerning the economical situ 
ttlul of Great Britain: 

Ahout 250.000 persons in Great Britain 
hive an annual iccome of fl.OOO, and 
2.000 ON have an income of $500 Thus 
it would appear that only one English- 
man out of every five is capable of sup 
porting a family. It is to he borne in 
mind mat f500 a year amounts to only 
f 1 37 a day, which is not very much for 
a familv of four persons On tho other 
hand, there aie in tbe United Kingdom 
123.000 families having an annual income 
of about tS.OOO. and 5.000 families with 
an income of more than $25,000 

In the United States, according to the 
statistics compiled by T. G Shearman, 
we have 400.000 families (or about 2.000.- 
000 people) whose annual id corn 
amounts to $2,000. and more than 10.000 
families having an income of more than 
♦25.000 

Taking into account tbe difference iD 
population between the United States 
and Great Britain, it still will 
he evident that not only can 
America boast of a grenter number 
of rich people than the United Kingdom, 
but that wealth is more equally ilia 
tributed and less centralized in the 
United States.
